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The World of Wheat 
By H. G. L, STRANGB 
Director ‘‘Crop Testing Plan" 


“If we, (the Railways) are to have 
profit, then the farmers must «ell 
wheat and buy other goods as well 
-*-+-+unlessthe price of what the 
farmer produces is going to rise 
very rapidly, the rest of ue will 
have to set our minds very seriously 
to reducing the price of what he 
buys,’’ 

This was the comment made re- 
cently at a public meeting at Mont. 
real by Sir Edward Beatty, Presi- 
dent of t he Canadian Pacific 
Railways. Sir Edward’s conclusions 
will meet with the hearty approval 
of the farmers of Western Canada. 
for, as the Searle Index has been 
showing every month for years past, 
the high cost of the things our 
farmers must buy for living and 
production has become an unsup- 
portable burden. 

The easiest way, I believe, to 
reduce the cost ef the things farmere 
have to buy is by lowering Cana- 
dian tariffs. 

Present high tariffs raise the cost 
of production, and so make it difli- 
cult for our farmers to compete on 
world’s markets with other wheat 
exporting countries. Tariffs serious- 
ly curtail foreign markets for wheat. 
and so build up surpluses which in 
turn lower price. 

And now events show that high 
tariffs are the prime cause of the 
present probability of war. 


Following factors have tended to 
raise price: Russian winter grains 
in none too favourable condition -- 
Several Argentine wheat cargoes 
diverted to Spain -- British Govern- 
ment formulates scheme whereby 
bakers increase flour reserves -- Open 
ing of Great Lakes navigation de- 
layed -- Conditions less favourable 
in the U.S winter wheat belt -- 
Flour shortage in Manchuria. 

Following factors have tended to 
lower price: Subsoil moisture 
abuadant and conditions favour 
seeding in Argentina -- Excellent 
Italian wheat crop prospects -- U.S 
wheat stoek largest for many years 
at this time -- Argentine Grain 
Board continues to press wheat 
offers on European markets -- South 
African corn estimates larger than 
last seagon.
